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Present Franco-German Military Possibilities 
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HE increased tension in Germany 

following upon the latest steps ta- 

ken by the French in the Ruhr and 
the report of German troop concentrations 
leads to the possibility of a state of war 
existing within the near future between 
Germany and France. 

Aside from that, the possibility exists 
that the economic pressure brought upon 
Germany by the occupation of the Ruhr 
may not be considered sufficient by the 


French, with the result that further terri- 
tory will be occupied by them. 

A third situation which might arise 
would be, that as the tension increases be- 
tween the two countries the Germans will 
place immediately in front of the French 
such troops as they now possess while 
quietly mobilizing throughout the rest of 
Germany a gradually increasing force such 
that any further contemplated French in- 
vdsion will become more and more difficult. 
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War brought about ag the result of some 
incident setting the German or French or 
both populations aflame would necessitate 
the French mobilizing their entire army 
and then concentrating it on the Rhine be- 
fore starting an advance into Germany. 
The divisions of the active army scattered 
throughout France could be brought to 
war strength or mobilized in from four to 
five days. Enntraining for the concentra- 
tion could begin on the fourth or fifth 





days of mobilization. The mobilization of 
the reserve divisions could be completed on 
the sixth, ninth and tenth days and the 
entraining of these divisions start on these 
same days. 

The army which would be on the Rhine, 
say by the fourteenth day, would be a 
modern one in every respect, as the French 
have assiduously studied the lessons of 
the war and applied them to their present

organization. From the point of view of 
organization, training, armament and 
equipment this force would be decidedly 
superior to anything which Germany could 
produce in the same period of time. 

Through the occupany of all the left 
bank of the Rhine, with bridgeheads at 
Mainz, Coblenz, Ciéln and Rubhrort, the 
French would be in the same advantageous 
position with respect to carrying the war 
immediately into German territory which 
the Germans possessed, but to a lesser ex- 
tent in 1914, with respect to French terri- 
tory. Also, the Belgians being their allies, 
the main transportation routes from north- 
ern France through Belgium to the Rhine 
are available for purposes of concentra- 
tion and supply. 


Utilization of Germany’s Railways 


HE excellent railway system within 

Germany, designed to facilitate the con- 
centration of troops on the old French 
frontier, as well as for commercial pur- 
poses, necessarily would work the other 
way around and equally facilitate any 
French advance into Germany. The road 
systems are equally excellent and numer- 
ous. Just as the Franco-Prussian War 
taught the tremendous importance of rail- 
ways, froma strategical point of view, in 
GNA’ the movement of troops, the 
recent war has taught the tremendous 
strategical importance of motor convoys, 
both for troop and supply movement when 
roads are available. 

The recent war also saw a tremendous 
development in not only the size of the 
guns accompanying a field army, but also 
theirnumber. Railway mounts and trac- 
tors of all kinds being the means of mov- 
ing these guns, an excellent railroad and 
road development is of the greatest im- 
portance. 

The great development of French com- 
mercial aviation, forbidden to Germany, 
coupled with their military aviation, also 
forbidden to Germany, gives the French 
the opportunity to bomb important points 
affecting troop concentrations, factories 
which could be put immediately to work 
upon war supplies, as well as to thorough- 
ly reconnoiter the territory to their front. 

In such a case the direction of advance 
wéPid probably be largely determined by 
wherever the maximum German troop con- 
centration might be found, as, such a force 
once destroyed, the further advance to at- 
tain such political and industrial objec- 
tives as might be desired could easily be 
made 


Exertion of Economic Pressure 


N the case of the second possibility, that 

arising from the desire to exert still 
further economic pressure without war 
necessarily immediately occurring, the im- 
mediate objective would not be any Ger- 
man military force but further industrial 
centers. Miinster, a short distance to the 
north of the Ruhr, is an important center 
from every point of view. It is a point 
from which railroads, canals and wagon 
roads radiate in every direction. Biele- 
feld is another important center. An ad- 
vance in this direction not only leads to

Germany’s Available Troops 


S was shown in the article on the Ger- 
man army in the Jan. 6 issue, the Ger- 


mans have the high command and General 
Staff necessary to carry on war on a large 
scale. In the same article it was shown 
the Reichswehr, the Regular force of 
100,000 allowed under the Treaty, and the 
Schutzpolizei of another 100,000 are so ar- 
ranged as to really give the cadre of -offi- 
cers and non-commissioned officers needed 
for a large first class field army. Also it 
was shown that there exist a number of 
societies, some abolished by law but exist- 
ing in secret, consisting of, the Zeitfrei-

wohnerwehr or Green Police organized in 
Regular units assigned to the various dis-

The Communist insurrections through- 
out Germany in the summer of 1920 were 
suppressed by the Reichswehr greatly re- 
inforced by units of the Zeitfreiwilligen 
which were already in existence or sprang 
up very quickly all over Germany. Many 
of these units were made up of college 
students. These corps were raised in’ a 
manner very similar to our old volunteer 
system. Some units were made up en- 
tirely of college students from some school 
or university, others of the farmers of 
some locality under some leader from the 
same locality. Others were raised by vari- 
ous noblemen from among their own re- 
tainers. They were all animated by a 
very patriotic spirit and generally well 
equipped, uniformed, armed and disci- 
plined. The former Green Police now pub- 
licly replaced by the Schutzpolizei by act- 
ing as troops also very materially assisted 
in putting down these uprisings. 

The last stages of the plebiscite in 
Silesia showed that both the Polish and 
German population could very quickly 
produce a considerable number of armed 
and quite efficient troops. This for the reason 
that a Polish force, entirely unauthorized 
by the Polish government, and a German 
force, entirely unauthorized by the Ger- 
man government, rapidly appeared op- 
posite each other in the disputed territory 
and engaged in combat at a number of 
points along a considerable line before the 
Allied Mission with its troops could stop 
the affair. 


Combatting German Concentration 


SHOULD the Germans drive the Allied 

Control Missions out of the country, 
which movement is reported to have been 
started in several localities, the use of the 
Reichswehr and Schutzpolizei as a cadre 
for a war army reinforced by volunteer 
units could be steadily carried on with the 
result that as more and more time elapsed 
a greater force could be concentrated in 
front of the French, with the purpose of 
preventing any further advance and per- 
haps ultimately with the intention of driv- 
ing the French across the Rhine. Should 
such a concentration begin the French 
would have but two courses open, one, to 
remain where they are, thus permitting the 
concentration to be completed, and two, 
to immediately move forward with the in- 
tention of attacking and dispersing the 
units already arrived, thus preventing its 
completion. 

Any one of the three courses outlined 
above could be profoundly modified by the 
action taken by the South German states, 
Czecho-Slovakia and Poland in the first 
place, to say nothing of the Balkans, Turkey 
and Russia ‘in the second place. Should the 
Russians attack the Poles, Poland would 
be unable to bring direct pressure against 
Germany’s eastern frontier. Czecho-Slo 
vakia neutral would not influence the sit- 
uation. As an ally of Poland with France 
she could bring pressure to bear on Ger- 
many either by marching to the north 
through Saxony to Berlin or westwa 
through Bavaria to effect a junction with 
the French advancing eastward along the 
Main river, thus cutting off South Ger- 
many from the north. 

Should the various reports prove to be 
correct which indicate that the South Ger- 
man states, in return for the restoration 
of a South German monarch and the an- 
nexation of Austria, would be willing to 
remain neutral, the French problem in any 
of the three cases given above would be 
greatly simplified. 

The above discussion is purely from @ 
military point of view, and does not take 
into account decisive modifications in the 
situation which may occur as the result of 
the political activities of the governments 
of the various countries concerned. 
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Poll of Congress on National Defense 
Being Taken by Army and Navy Journal 


T° determine whether Congress intends 

to carry out the provisions of the Na- 
tional Defense act, the ARMy AND Navy 
JouRNAL started this week to take a poll 
of the House of Representatives. Up to 
this time, the Senate as a whole has ac- 
cepted the recommendations of the War 
Department. No partisan lines have been 
drawn in the Senate, as some of the 
staunchest supporters of the National De- 
fense act, notably Senator Fletcher of 
Florida, are to be found on the Democratic 
side. There are pacifists on both sides of 
the Senate, but they have been in the 
minority. . 

The opposition to the National Defense 
act has always developed in the House. It 
is true that most of the reductions have 
been disguised as economy in the Govern- 
ment expenditures. But the last two ap- 
propriation bills that came from the 
House Committee on Appropriations were 
so thinly disguised that the claim of 
economy can be no longer sustained. ? 

In this year’s budget estimates, which 
are a reduction of the War Department’s 
recommendations, the War Department 
stood pat as far as the Regular Army was 
concerned and asked for very modest in- 
creases for the development of the Na- 
tional Guard and the Organized Reserves. 
The Secretary of War and all of the offi- 
eers who testified before the House and 
Senate committees sought to emphasize 
the fact that the budget estimates were the 
minimum allowance for the National De- 
fense act if Congress intends to make any 
serious attempt to carry out its pro- 
visions. : : 

In the sub-joined questions which are 
being submitted to the members of the 
House, an attempt is made to deal with 
the essentials of the three components of 
the Army of the United States. The poil 
is being taken to determine whether Con- 
gress intends to maintain or scrap the na- 
tional defense policy. 


The Questions 


The questions are: 

(1) Do you believe in continuing 
in operation the National Defense act, 
the only military policy the United 
States has ever possessed, and which, 
founded on our war experiences, is 
democratic and economical, or do you 

believe in scrapping this act? 

(2) Do you believe in continuing 
the organization of the Reserve forces 
provided for under the act, or disor- 
ganizing them by: 

(a) Doing away with their divi- 
sional and other unit headquarters by 
eliminating the item calling for less 
than $500,000 which the budget calls 
for, and: 

(b) By allowing less than 9,000 
officers to go to camp for two weeks, 
when 25,000 are anxious to go? 

(8 Do you believe in maintaining 
the divisional organization of the Na- 
tional Guard, provided for under the 
act, or in destroying it by depriving a 
large part of the essential Artillery of 
the means of maintaining the few 
mounts necessary for a peace estab- 
lishment provided for under the budg- 
et and thus reverting to the disorgan- 
ized condition existing prior to 1917? 

(4) Do you believe in maintaining 
the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 
in schools and colleges and the sum- 
mer military training camps as an eco- 
nomical and democratic source of sup- 
ply for Reserve officers, or materially 
injuring them by denying the limited 
appropriation called for by the budget? 

(5) Do you believe in a Regular 
Army small enough to be in keeping 
with the American belief in small 
standing armies, but large enough to 
carry out its duties, under the Na- 
tional Defense act, of necessary over- 
seas and home garrisons, and of train- 
rad the National Guard and Reserve 
orees? 


Early Results of Poll 


The following interviews on scrapping 
national defense policy have already been 
obtained under the poll: 


Mr. Rogers, Republican, Massachusetts. 
—The answer to questions, one. four and 
five is perfectly obviously in the affirma- 
tive to any one who has at heart a true 
Policy of the national defense. As far as 
qestions two and three are concerned I 
should regard them important, but rela- 
“ively less important than the others. I 
am in favor of carrying out the budget. So 


long as I am in Congress I shall want to 
go as far as the budget and if I err I want 
to go beyond the recommendations of the 
budget. 


Ur~Kelly;:-Republican, Pennsylvania.— 

I believe in and voted for the Defense act. 
I believe in continuing the Reserve or- 
ganization. To question three, yes. To 
question four, I believe very much in 
maintaining the Reserve Officers’ Train- 
ing Corps in schools and colleges and the 
summer training camps. And to five I 
believe in an American Army that shall 
be in keeping with our national belief. 


Mr. Dallinger, Republican, Massachu- 
setts—I am opposed to any reduction of 
the national defense program. To all 
these questions I answer, Yes. I am for 
carrying out the recommendations of the 
budget; I am strong for the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps. 


Mr. Towner, Republican, Iowa.—I don’t 
want to be quoted on the matter. I 
don’t think it is seemly for members of 
the House to discuss matters they have 
acted upon that are now before the Senate. 
I supported the Anthony bill. 


Mr. Frothingham, Republican, Massa- 
chusetts—I am for a strong national de- 
fense. I think the Senate should support 
the recommendations of the budget. We 
established the military policy of this 
country at a time when the people from 
one end of the United States to the other 
were peculiarly awake to its necessities 
and giving the subject their best thoughts. 
It was formed on the principle of having 
a Regular Army capable of expansion in 
time of need through a_ citizen-soldiery 
composed of the National Guard and Re- 
serve officers. If the National Guard and 
the Reserve officers are not kept up and 
adequate provisions made for their sup- 
port and the support.of training camps it 
will be a sad day for the security of this 
country The. whole machinery of the act 
should be maintained and how any one 
who has the good of his country at heart 
can advocate taking the risk of allowing 
the national defense to fall down is beyond 
my comwprehension. These men are not 
looking fer soft jobs but for an oppor- 
tunity, in case of need, to take part in the 
defense of the country and be equipped 
with knowledge sufficiently to carry out 
that defense, not as novices but as thor- 
oughly trained and capable experts. 


Mr. Brown, Republican, Tennessace.— 
Yes, I am in favor of the National De- 
fense act. I am strongly in favor of main- 
taining the- officers’ training camp and 
voted for all those measures. I am in 
favor of a larger appropriation for the 
national defense than the budget recom- 
mended. 


Mr. Winslow, Republican, Massachu- 
setts—I do not feel competent to answer 
your questions specifically, and I would 
not be able to study the propositions in- 
volved therein in time to serve you in con- 
nection with your inquiry. My ideas, 
however, run in the direction of the main- 
tenance of what is known as the large 
Army, as contrasted with the small; the 
encouragement of state forces to make up 
a Reserve; and the provision of reasonable 
facilities for the instruction of a liberal 
number of young men in the military art. 
I also would favor military training in 
our colleges, and under some conditions in 
the higher grades of our public schools, not 
only with a view to feeding the military 
forces of the country if needed, but more 
than that, as a general educational advan- 
tage of the youth of our land along the 
lines encouraging discipline of mind and 
body, and all the mental and physical ad- 
vantages which reasonable military in- 
structions almost invariably insure. 


Mr. Riddick, Republican, Montana.— 

These questions are technical and I am 
not prepared to give complete reply to 
them. I am for a broad policy of pre- 
paredness, and I am for carrying out the 
recommendations of the budget under the 
President’s direction. 


Mr. Kline, Republican, Pennsylvania.— 
I think tha tthe recommendations of the 
budget may or may not be carried out by 
Congress as it sees fit, but in this instance 
I am not sufficiently informed as ‘to 
whether these recommendations were best 
disregarded. 


Mr. Britten, Republican, TIilinois—I 
would be inclined to go with the budget 
on general principles. The national de- 
fense act ought to be kept in existence; 
the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 
should be preserved ; I am in favor of hav- 
Ing @ proper personnel for the Regular 
Army, which I think is too small now. 
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Free and loyal discussion is necessary in order to conquer the truth.—Camille Flammarion. 
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The Penalty of Leadership is 
Responsibility 


R. ANTHONY of Kansas, chair- 
man of the War Department 
sub-committee of the House Ap- 

propriations Committee, has been in Con- 
gress since 1907. Prior to that he was on 
one occasion mayor of Leavenworth, Kas., 
for a period of two years. The total of 
seventeen years which he has spent in pub- 
lic life has brought him to a position of 
great responsibility, that of chairman of 
the committee in which he now sits. Un- 
der the budget system, this means that he 
is the man to whom the average Congress- 
man must look for information when the 
time comes te vote on the Army appropria- 
tions. 

Congress, like every other modern insti- 
tution, has such a variety of interests with 
which to deal, and such a relatively short 
time in which to consider them, that it is 
impossible to get through the ordinary rou- 
tine business except by leaving the inti- 
mate study of each subject to a committee. 
Necessarily, when the time comes to vote 
the House, as a whole, has to rely upon 
the statement made by the chiefs of these 
committees in determining how to vote. 

Last year, as the result of Mr. Anthony’s 
statement before the House in explaining 
the Army appropriation, Congress re- 
ceived the impression that not more than 
1,000 officers of the Regular Army would 
be eliminated’ as the result of the items 
having to do with the bill as sponsored by 
Mr. Anthony on the floor of the House. 
When the facts of the matter, which in- 
volved the elimination of about 2,400 offi- 
cers, were brought out by a campaign 
which brought to each Congressman’s per- 
sonal attention what the bill really neces- 
sitated, Congress without any hesitancy 
passed the Curry-Anthony bill, which large- 
ly corrected the matter. 

The reversal was primarily accomplished 
by simply getting the facts to the atten- 
tion of the individual Congressmen, plain- 
ly demonstrating that the original bill had 
been passed under a misapprehension as 
to its results. 


Same Tactics Used This Year 


SITUATION similar to that of last 

year exists at the present time with 
respect to the Army Appropriation bill, 
which has passed the House and is now in 
the Senate. The impression apparently 
held by the majority of Congressmen as 
the result of Mr. Anthony’s report on the 
bill and his statement to the House is that 
while the War Department did not get 
everything it asked for, it did get more 
than was the case last year, and therefore 
national defense has been well taken care 
of, with the consequence that no one need 
Worry about the matter or really go into 
the details, 

The truth of the matter is that the 
amounts cut off are so skilfully chosen that 
they might be called the keystone of the 
Whole structure of the National Defense 
act. 

The entire elimination of the item pro- 
viding the money necessary to maintain 
divisional and other unit headquarters 
for the Organized Reserve, which will save 
less than half a million dollars to the Na- 
tional Government, is a most skilful blow 
directed at both the Regular Service and 
the Reserve forces. This, for the reason 
that it decreases the total number of offi- 
cers and non-commissioned officers needed 
by the total now on this duty, which num- 
ber should be steadily increased if the pro- 


visions of the National Defense act are to 
be carried out. 


Will Disorganize Reserves 


HE elimination of these headquarters 

will turn the Organized Reserves into 
a disorganized Reserve by breaking up the 
framework of the units and leaving in- 
stead merely a numbér of individual Re- 
serve officers with no particular responsi- 
bility to anyone and no place in which 
they definitely belong. 

The marked cuts below the budget in 
the National Guard items having to do 
with Regular officers and non-commis- 
sioned officers assigned to this duty, and 
above ail in the care and maintenance of 
the animals needed for the National Guard 
Artillery, is a blow directed at both the 
Regular Service and the National Guard. 
This, firstly, because it decreases the total 
number of officers and non-commissioned 
officers needed in the Regular Army; sec- 
ondly, because it materially increases the 
many difficulties under which the National 
Guard Artillery already labors, thus un- 
doubtedly tending to prevent the comple- 
tion of the National Guard Infantry divi- 
sions now authorized by law, thereby en- 
couraging the ultimate breaking up of the 
divisional organizations so essential té 
efficiency. 

The amount called for in the budget for 
the C.M.T.C. is almost cut in half. The 
same is true of the allowances for the R. 
O.T.C. In both cases Mr. Anthony states 
in his report that his committee recom- 
mends the retention of the authority al- 
lowing the issuance of material from the 
reserve stocks of the War Department, be- 
cause this will reduce funds required. In 
each case the total asked for by the War 
Department under the budget is the amount 
got by subtracting from the total needed 
the value of the material which is to be so 
issued. In other words, nothing is saved, 
and the vicious practice of depleting the 
stocks kept on hand by the War Depart- 
ment in case of emergency is continued. 


Solely Up to Anthony 


Mr. Anthony, as chairman of the com- 
mittee, cannot escape the responsibilities 
which that position carries with it. The 
plea of ignorance as to the results pro- 
duced by the recommendation of his com- 
mittee, now being advanced by his friends 
ag a reason for his action, hardly seems 
compatible with the facts of his years of 
experience in Congress, many of them 
spent on the Military Committee, and his 
acceptance by many members of Congress 
as an expert on military affairs. Neither 
ignorance nor the highest possible motives, 
should he be actuated by them, can alter 
the fact that he must accept the responsi- 
bility which comes from his present posi- 
tion. 


Mr. McKenzie to the Rescue 


OME time ago the Secretary of War 
S wrote a letter to the chairman of 
the Military Committee of the House 
and that of the Senate, requesting the pas- 
sage of the bill stopping demotions of non- 
commissioned officers of the Regular Army. 
It was explained to the Military Commit- 
tees that as a result of a reduction in the 
enlisted strength of the Regular Army 
there is now a shortage in the number of 
non-commissioned officers which are es- 
sential for the carrying out the provisions 
of the National Defense act. 
Chairman Wadsworth called a special 
meeting of the Senate Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs and the committee unani- 


mously reported the bill to the Senate. It 
was passed without any opposition. Act- 
ing Chairman, McKenzie of the House 
Committee on Military Affairs took simi- 
lar action and the bill was put on the 
unanimous consent calendar. On two oc- 
casions Representative Stafford of Wis 
consin has prevented the consideration of 
the bill by the House. The first time he 
raised a technical objection under the par- 
liamentary rules of the House and the 
second time he submitted some inaccurate 
statistics upon which he based his ob- 
jection. 

Mr. McKenzie has come to the rescue 
again. He proposed the coming Monday 
to ask for unanimous consent again, hop- 
ing to prevail upon Mr. Stafford to with- 
draw his objections. 

Should this happen this unnecessarily 
long delayed action, so important from the 
point of view of the efficiency of the Regu- 
lar forces, the National Guard, the Re- 
serve forces and, above all, from the point 
of view of justice to a large number of 
faithful non-commissioned officers, will be 
consummated. 


The Budget and National 
Defense 


HE enemies of adequate appropria- 

{ tions for the Army and Navy in- 

variably try to use budget necessi- 
ties to cover up their attacks, knowing 
perfectly well that every citizen hates to 
pay taxes and that the business men of 
the country are justly determined there 
shall be economy in national expenditure. 

Prior to the establishment of the budget 
system the various committees of Congress 
decided upon policies and largely con- 
trolled the determination of the amounts 
which would be appropriated. With the 
establishment of the budget system these 
same committees are still supposed to de- 
termine policies but policies alone. The 
question of the amounts to be appropri- 
ated for the carrying out of these policies 
is considered by various sub-appropriation 
committees. ‘These sub-appropriation com- 
mittees are not supposed to make changes 
in policies by entirely eliminating appro- 
priations for items where such elimination 
produces this result. 

The amended National Defense act of 
1920 is a policy determined upon and ap- 
proved by both Houses of Congress and 
made law by the signature of a President. 
Any change in this policy should be de- 
termined upon recommendations of the 
Military Committee of either house, acted 
upon by that house before sent to the 
other one. The sub-appropriation com- 
mittee of the House was never intended to 
have the power to usurp such a function. 
One of the proofs of this is the fact that 
when Mr. Anthony’s sub-committee re- 
ported to the Appropriations Committee, 
as a whole, various items recommended by 
his sub-committee were rejected on the 
grounds that they were new legislation, in 
other words, that they changed a policy. 
The most notable case of this was the pro- 
viso authorizing the President to sell all 
National Guard horses not in use. 

Unfortunately, probably through a com- 
bination of lack of time and a lack of 
sufficient technical knowledge to readily 
pick it out; the failure to appropriate any 
money whatsoever for the maintenance of 
the Organized Reserve headquarters was 
not detected. This most decidedly changes 
the policy of the National Defense act by 
doing away with the organization of the 
Reserve into the units which are provided 
for by this act. 

It is thns clearly evident that the re 
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port of Mr. Anthony’s sub-committee con- 
tained two clear violations of the princi- 
ple which limits such a committee to the 
varying of the amounts appropriated for 
the different items without changing the 
policy involved; the first of which opened 
a broad road for the diseussion of the Na- 
tional Guard units and the second the dis- 
organization of the Reserve. 

Neither of these cuts really materially 
affects the budget in so far as the amount 
of money concerned has to do with it, be- 
cause they are but part of the total cut 
made by Mr. Anthony’s committee which 
makes the amount called for by the House 
bill nearly ten millions below the amount 
allowed the War Department by the Di- 
rector of the Budget, which amount is a 
considerable number of millions below the 
budget estimate of the War Department. 
Therefore the leaving in of these sums in 
no way affects the carrying out of the 
budget principle. 





Pacifism Menace to Religion 


ET us hope that the pacifists have 
been reading the current reports of 
the burning of Christ in effigy and 

other widespread revolting anti-church and 
anti-religious acts in Russia. They may 
see little connection between this and their 
efforts in the United States towards dis- 
armament, but actually there is an inti- 
mate relation between the two. 

The only hope of preventing war lies in 
a great change for the better in human 
nature. The only hope for attaining such 
an object is through a great and sustained 
religious revival throughout the world. 
The only hope of such a revival lies in a 
great increase in the influence and effi- 
cacy of the various churches. They cannot 
function without the continuance of well 
established law and order; which in turn 
is absolutely dependent upon armed force. 

We may try to excuse Russia on the 
grounds that at present she is in an excep- 
tional state of civilization which may ac 
count for the strange reversion to worse 
than barbarism respecting religion. But 
the fact remains that reversion will follow 
the breakdown of the ¢ontrol by armed 
force in any existing community, no mat- 
ter how highly civilized. ‘There have been 
many recent demonstrations of this fact. 
Perhaps the most convincing was the ex- 
perience of Boston, when its police force 
went on strike. 

The security and efficacy of the various 
churches rest upon military force. Yet 
it is largely church influence which sus- 
tains the efforts of the pacifist group. which 
has been so active in Washington 
the last year or two, under a variety of 
names, so numerous and rapidly changing 
as to strongly suggest a confusion aad 
lack of profundity of thought on their part. 
“National Council for Disarmament” ; 
“National Council for Limitation of Arma- 
ment”; “National Council for Prevention 
of War,” etc. 

It is only the church that can bring 
about a great religious revival. It is only 


- through profound religious belief that hu- 


man nature can be substantially altered so 
that the world may have universal peace. 
The remoteness of this millennium is ap- 
parent when we consider that the religious 
revival must extend to all the world. To 
have it only in our own country. or even 
in all Christian countries is insufficient. 
It must be world-wide. a 

In encouraging disarmament the plans 
of, those who wish to completely overturn 
the existing moral code of this country are 
being furthered by the churches themselves.

Deductions of the Rodman Board 
on Naval Shore Establishments 


FTER an exhaustive discussion of the 
naval shore station problem, the Rod- 
man Board makes the following deduction: 
“In time of peace the stations of the 
shore establishments should be maintained 
on an operating basis only to the extent 
necessary to support the fleet in those nec- 
essary naval operations conducted alike in 
peace or war. The stations that are re- 
duced in activity or made inoperative must 
be maintained in condition, quickly to be 
made fully operative in time of impending 
hostilities.” 
The board then takes up the various 
types of shore stations. On “fleet bases” 
it makes the following observation: 


Atlantic-Pacific Bases 


“The problem confronting the board in 
making recommendations as to bases would 
be greatly simplified if it were possible to 
create the ideal condition of having at least 
two adequate fleet bases on each coast, 
mamely, the New York-Narragansett Bay 
region and Chesapeake Bay on the At- 
lantic, and San Francisco Bay and Puget 
Sound on the Pacific, with advanced bases 
in the Canal Zone and Hawaiian Islands, 
and to concentrate naval shore establish- 
ments in and around these waters. 

“The general policy followed at the time 
when most of our yards and stations were 
established was one of coast or local de- 
fense, so that more navy yards have been 
established than are required for fleet 
bases, and some are in places not adapted 
for development into bases. The board, 
realizing the fact that the ideal condition 
does not obtain, must accordingly make its 
recommendations to utilize the yards and 
stations now in existence to best advantage 
from the standpoint of utility and econ- 
omy, and having in mind always the gen- 
eral policies hereinbefore laid down.” 

The board then started trouble on Capi- 
tol Hill by recommending plans for the 
development of San Francisco Bay. The 
following is the quotation from the board’s 
report which reopened the old Alameda and 
Mare Island controversy, which had been 
raging in Congress for a period of years: 

“A base capable of ‘serving the entire 
fleet in all respects, to include all existing 
naval activities in San Francisco Bay and 
its tributaries. The board concurs in the 
recommendations of the Helm Commission 
in reference to Mare Island, except the 
establishment of submarine and aviation 
bases there; and also the recommendations 
of the Ball Committee, particularly in ref- 
erence to the establishment of a naval base 
on San Francisco Bay at Alameda. The 
beans believes that this latter is impera- 
ive.” 

The day that the report was submitted 
to Congress Representative Charles F. 
Curry of California, who regards the rec- 
ommendation for Alameda an attempt to 
abolish the Mare Island Navy Yard, onened 
up upon the conclusions reached in the re- 


port. In the course of his discussion of 
the Rodman Board report, Mr. Curry 
said: 


“Tt is just one more deliberate and pre- 
meditated attempt on the part of the Navy 
Department to sink $160,000,000 of the 
people’s money in the Alameda mud flats. 
Borings have been made at that site to the 
depth of 250 feet and no rock bottom has 
been found, only a quick-sand formation. 
If officers of the Navy do not know that 
it is impossible to build a stable and solid 
naval base and drydocks on such a forma- 
tion it is high time they learned it. The 
board states that, “The natural advantages 
required for a fleet base are a harbor with 
deep water approaches, protected and spa- 
cious deep water anchorage, susceptible of 
being easily defended, and the like. In 
the absence of these natural perquisites, 
to the extent demanded by the mission of 
the base under consideration, strategy 
seeks other general locations, and thus na- 
val strategy is influenced by geographical 
considerations.” 

“For the information of the board, I will 
state, that the Mare Island Navy Yard 
is located on deep water with deep water 
approaches that will accommodate the larg- 
est battleship afloat. Apparently the board 
does not know this important fact, but 
they can obtain illuminating information 
on the subject from either the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey or from the very efficient 
Corps of Engineers of the United States 
Army. In addition, there is more anchor- 
age ground off Mare Island than at: any 
navy yard or naval base in the world save 
only one. If they will take the trouble to 


study naval charts they will be able to 
convince themselves of this fact. Fur- 


ther Mare Island cannot be reached by 
gunfire from a fleet at sea.” 

Although two naval boards and a joint 
Congressional board have recommended the 
development of Alameda as a naval base, 
Congress has refused to appropriate a cent 
for the project. Without regard to the 
merits of the Alameda project, it has al- 
ways proved a shining mark for the anti- 
naval forces in the Senate. The Naval 
Appropriation bill was held up last year 
by a filibuster in the Senate by Senators 
King and Borah on account of this recom- 
mendation. The Navy Department so far 
has made no progress with it in the House. 
It has not been able to even get a favor- 
able report from either the Naval Com- 
mittee or the Appropriations Committee. 
At the same time, Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy Roosevelt, in the course of a 
hearing on the Omnibus bill, stated em- 
phatically that the department would back 
up the entire Rodman report. Acting 
Chairman Poindexter specifically asked 
him with reference to the Alameda project. 


Fleet and Other Bases 


With regard to the other bases the fol- 
lowing extracts are made from the board’s 
recommendations: 

“New York-Narragansett Bay Region.— 
A base capable of serving the entire fleet 
in all respects, To include all stations now 
located in New York Harbor, Long Island 
Sound and Narragansett Bay. Hell Gate 
must be dredged to permit ready passage 
of largest vessels from Long Island Sound 
to New York Harbor. 

“Chesapeake Bay.—A base capable of 
serving the entire fleet in all respects. To 
include all stations now located in lower 
Chesapeake Bay and its tributaries. 

“90. The board also recommends that 
there be developed two advanced bases as 
follows: 

“Canal Zone.—An advanced base for re- 
pair and supply of vessels in transit, util- 
izing Canal Zone facilities as far as pos- 
sible; a submarine and aviation base. De- 
velopment of Canal Zone as an advanced 
base must be considered as a naval base 
development project of the future. This 
advanced base takes priority for develop- 
ment after the four main bases named in 
Par. 19 (New York-Narragansett, Chesa- 
peake, San Francisco and Puget Sound.) 

“Hawaiian Islands.—An advanced base 
to be developed on Oahu capable of serving 
entire fleet to maximum, subject only to 
natural limitations imposed by size and 
character of this island. Will necessitate 
development of Oahu Island to maximum, 
and probably dredging of Kaneche Bay, as 
Pearl Harbor alone is not adequate to 
serve as a Pacific Advanced Fleet Base, 
and use of any other anchorage in Ha- 
waiian Islands in war is open to grave 
objections. This advanced base should 
have priority of development over fleet 
bases named in Par. 19. 


The Naval Districts 


“The board finds that the present naval 
districts organization was created to meet 
emergencies which could not otherwise be 
met. The experience of the recent war 
proved the necessity for the organization, 
which relieved the congestion at headquar- 
ters, Washington, and permitted the most 
efficient conduct of naval shore activities. 
together with the most efficient method 
of handling local naval defense when the 
fleet was operating at other points. If 
abandoned now, this organization would 
again have to be recreated in war at a 
great loss in efficiency, for it is particu- 
larly essential to rapid expansion in emer- 
gency to meet the demands of war. In 
peace, this organization should be main- 
tained. In war, this organization should 
be separate and distinct from the adminis- 
trative organization of any subordinate 
activity. The board finds that all existing 
naval districts should be maintained, and 
that when conditions permit, an additional 
district should be created in Alaska. 

“The following is the order, by groups, 
in which all navy yards and stations 
should be reduced in activity or made in- 
operative, should conditions of economy re- 
auire such action with regard to any yard 
or station. This list is based upon condi- 
tions as they exist to-day. The arrange- 
ment in groups is alphabetical. . 

“ Group I: Naval stations, Key West, 
New Orleans (now inoperative). 

“Group II: Navy yards, Boston (ex- 
clusive of docking facilities) ; Charleston, 
S.C.; Portsmouth, N.H. (exclusive of pres- 
ent submarine construction). 

“Group III: Navy yard, Philadelphia 
(exclusive of docking facilities and air- 
craft factory). 

“Group IV: Navy yards, Mare Island, 
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New York, Norfolk, Pearl Harbor, Puget 
Sound. 

“The following is the order in which all 
existing submarine and destroyer bases 
should be reduced in activity or made in- 
operative, should conditions of economy 
require such action with regard to any 
such base: 

“Submarine bases, Hampton Roads, 
Va.; New London, Conn.; San Diego (San 
Pedro), Calif.; Pearl Harbor, T.H.; Canal 
Zone. 

“Destroyer and submarine base, Squan- 
tum, omitted, as the board has recom- 
mended that it be abandoned. The sub- 
marine base, Key West, has been com- 
pleted only to the extent of dredging, fill- 
ing and piers with a protecting break- 
water, and is now inoperative except as a 
harbor for submarines and destroyers. 


Naval Air Stations 


“The studies of the board indicate the 
necessity for aviation facilities at each of 
the twelve bases named above in Pars. 19, 
20 and 21, these facilities to include means 
for the assembly and repair of aircraft: 
for holding of trained units ready for 
transfer to the fleet; and for operation of 
aircraft on naval coast defense duty. 
Facilities to this extent constitute a ‘na- 
val air station.’ The board believes that 
in time of hostilities it will be necessary 
to expand one of these air stations on each 
coast to include equipment. organization 
and training of complete units such as 
scouting squadrons, patrol squadrons, etc., 
this in addition to employing existing 
training station for aviators at Pensacola. 
The board notes that present air stations 
at Hampton Roads and San Diego are 
now best suited to such expansion. 

“The establishment of an air station at 
each of the twelve naval bases, supple- 
mented by the training facilities now at 
Pensacola, will provide, as far as can now 
be foreseen, all the shore stations needed 
for operations of aircraft with the fleet. 

“The possibilities of lighter-than-air- 
craft when used with helium are now un- 
der investigation, and this investigation 
may show the necessity of further pro- 
vision in the shore stations, for operation 
of lighter-than-air craft with the fleet and 
in the naval coast defense. For the pres- 
ent, the board recommends the continued 
development of the helium plant, Fort 
Worth, Texas. The continued experimen- 
tal construction and operation of lighter- 
than air craft will necessitate retention of 
the air stations at Lakehurst and Cape 
May. 

Naval Training Stations 


“The board considers that three sta- 
tions, one on the Atlantic, one on the Pa- 
cific, and one on the Great Lakes are nec- 
essary. The board recommends that, when 
the training station at San Diego is com- 
pleted, the training activities at Yerba 
Buena Island, San Francisco, be trans- 
ferred to San Diego, and that the training 
station at Yerba Buena Island be discon- 
tinued as such, but retained for district 
activities until the base at Alameda shall 
be ready to accommodate same; and that 
Yerba Buena be then disposed of. The 
board recommends that training activities 
on the Atlantic coast be" centered at the 
naval training station, Newport, R.I., and 
that the training station at the naval op- 
erating base, Hampton Roads, be closed. 
If any reduction in activity becomes nec- 
essary, the three stations recommended 
for retention should all be reduced propor- 
tionately.”

New Lieutenants 
in the U.S. Army 


INETY-SIX out of 301 candidates for 

appointment to -the -Regular Army, 
who took the examination in October, 
qualified. Letters went out from the War 
Department this week formally tendering 
the successful candidates second lieuten- 
ants’ commissions. 

This is in some respects a remarkable 
class. Practically all of them. were gl- 
lege men and a number of them were from 
private military schools. Almost one-third 
of the candidates qualified in every re 
spect, which is a splendid showing. It is 
stated that more of the class failed physi- 
cally than in the mental tests. A number 
of them were under weight, and the ques- 
tion as to whether this should be waived 
is said to have held up the report of the 
board for almost two weeks.

are true, the Army Appropriation bill 
will be the storm center of a contest be- 
tween the different blocs over the general 
legislative program for this session. It is 
stated that the Progressive bloc is plan- 
ning not only to defeat the Ship Subsidy, 
but to force an extra session by holding 
up the Army Appropriation bill. Only 
time will determine whether this is merely 
athreat or a program which a combination 
of the so-called Farmer bloc and Progres- 
sive bloc has adopted in its determination 
to put through certain legislation. 

The Army bill, it is stated, has been se- 
lected because a prolonged discussion of it 
can take place without its appearing to be 
a filibuster. All sorts of amendments can 
be proposed which will make an excuse 
for lengthy speeches. Aside from this, 
Senators can indulge in the discussion of 
international questions under the guise 
that they are related to the strength of 
the Army. It is even reported that Sena- 
tor Borah will again propose his interna- 
tional economic conference resolution, this 
time as an amendment to the Army bill. 

However, the most encouraging feature 
of these disturbing rumors is that they 
have been in circulation for some time. 
Frequently when there is a threatened fili- 
buster the Senate leaders get together and 
straighten out their disagreements in a 
quiet conference. The present situation 
is one of opposition not so much to the 
Army bill as to the other legislation which 
is behind it on the Senate’s program. The 
Ship Subsidy bill is the measure which its 
opponents, it is reported, will attempt to 
kill by holding up the Army bill. It is 
largely a question as to whether Chairman 
Wadsworth will be able to get the Army 
bill out before there is a legislative jam 
in the Senate. 


Officers Retired for Disability 


ECRETARY OF WAR WEEKS indi- 

cates a deep personal interest in the 
officers who were commissioned after they 
were forty-five years of age and have been, 
or may be, retired for physical disability. 
He did this in a communication to Chair- 
man Wadsworth. The Secretary submit- 
ted in his letter a broad amendment which 
provides that any officer who has been or 
may hereafter be retired for physical dis- 
abilities will be entitled to 75 per cent. of 
his active pay. 

Seven officers who come in this class of 
having been commissioned after they had 
reached the age of forty-five years have 
been retired for physical disabilities under 
Section 24 of the National Defense act, 
which provides that “any person originally 
appointed under the provisions of this act 
at an age greater than forty-five years 
shall, when retired, receive retired pay at 
the rate of four per centum of active pay 
for each complete year of commissioned 
service in the U.S. Army.” Nobody but 
the Comptroller General ever thought that 
this provision was intended to apply to 
retirement for physical disabilities. The 
provision was inserted in the law to dis- 
courage the commissioning of officers at 
an age which would result in their retire- 
ment for age within a few years. The 
Secretary said that this is a very desir- 
able feature of the law, except that it 
ould not apply to retirements for physi- 
eal disabilities. 

All officers in this class who have been 
tetired for physical disability are men 
with long terms of enlisted service in the 

lar Army. There is one notable case

Modernization of the Navy 


1¢ is becoming apparent that the term 
“modernization” is destined to take the 
place in the naval policy that has been oc- 
cupied by the expression “building pro- 
gram.” As far as capital ships are con- 
cerned, the naval treaty has limited the 
building program. All the naval powers 
are free, under the terms of the treaty, to 
make whatever increases they see fit in 
auxiliary ships, the only limit in that re- 
spect applying to the tonnage. 

The real concern of the naval authori- 
ties will be to keep the battleship fleet 
abreast with the latest improvements in 
the matter of guns, armament to meet at- 
tacks from the air, on the surface and un- 
der the sea. The Secretary and Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy and the officers on 
duty at the Navy Department have sought 
through every channel to impress upon 
Congress the importance of modernization. 
The matter has been taken up with the 
Naval committees and the Appropriation 
committees of the Senate and House. The 
department is avoiding publicity on its 
plans for the improvement of the capital 
ships. The official stenographers are 
asked to leave the room when the witnesses 
from the Navy Department discuss the 
subject. All that is known is that $6,500,- 
000 is wanted this year for the elevation 
of the guns of thirteen battleships. This 
program will call for the expenditure of 
about $500,000 on each of the thirteen 
ships. Just how this elevation will be ac- 
complished is not made public, although it 
is apparent that the turrets and the gun 
carriages must be either modified or re- 
built. If the money is made available the 
work will be rushed. ‘The plans, it is 
stated, have already been prepared in the 
Navy Department and the work will be 
done at the Government yards. 


Work at Navy Yards and Arsenals 


[NCIDENTALLY, the necessity of con- 
tinuing a modernization policy will 
make it possible for the Navy Department 
to keep a force of experts at the Govern- 
ment yards. This force can be main- 
tained so that it could be expanded in the 
event of war. Modernization will solve 
the navy yard problem for the Govern- 
ment in an unexpected way. Moderniza- 
tion naturally must be extended to other 
types of ships and this will add to the 
work that must be done at the Govern- 
ment navy yards. 

The advocates of the Hull bill (H.R. 
10967), by which all Government work 
will be turned over to the Army arsenals 
and navy yards, have not impressed the 
House Committee on Naval Affairs with 
the wisdom of such a policy. The hear- 
ings opened on May 29 before a sub-com- 
mittee of the Naval Affairs Committee by 
a statement from the author of the bill and 
have not yet closed. They will b cmagres | 
be closed by the filing of a brief from the 
labor unions. 

It is evident from the auestions that 
have been asked by the members of the 
committee that there are two objections to 
the bill: (1) That it would increase the 
cost of material to the various Govern- 
ment departments, and (2), that a policy 
of preparedness demands that private con- 
cerns should be given a certain amount of 
Army and Navy work so that their plants 
could be expanded in the event of war. 

The work that was done at the private 
yards during the war’ has impressed the 
committee with the importance of dividing 
the work between the Government and pri- 
vate plants. What has weakened the case 


of the Hull bill is that while the gentle- 
man from Iowa is seeking to turn over all 
Army and Navy work to Government 
plants the War Department in its indus- 
trial preparedness program is conducting 
negotiations with the large industries with 
a view to developing its scheme by which 
the manufacturers of commercial articles 
can be turned into munition producing 
concerns over night. 


Enlistment Age and 25-Year Retirement 


[I* Congress passes the Blanton amend- 
ment prohibiting the enlistment of men 

in the Army under the age of 21 years 

without the consent of parents it cannot 

refuse to pass some sort of a 25-year re- 

tirement bill. The amendment reads: 

No part of the funds herein appro- 

priated shall be utilized for the re- 
cruiting or enlistment of boys under 
the age of 21 years without the written 
consent of the parents or guardians, 
if any, of such boys, or unless the ap- 
plicant furnishes a birth certificate or 
the affidavit of two disinterested wit- 
nesses showing such applicant for en- 
listment to be 21 years of age. 

If this provision stays in the bill it is 
apparent that very few, if any, enlisted 
men would be accepted if they had not 
reached the age of 21. Under such con. 
ditions the minimum age at which an en 
listed man could retire would be 51 years. 
As the Army must enlist about 6,000 
monthly to keep up its strength, the aver- 
age age of first enlistments would soon be 
above 25. This would bring retirement 
age for enlisted men from 55 to 60 and 
beyond. 

Under such conditions the objections 
raised by the Secretary of ‘War to the Fish 
bills in his letter to Chairman Kahn of 
the House Committee on Military Affairs 
would no longer be tenable. He referred 
to the probability of having a large number 
of retired men from the Regular Army at 
the age of 45 years. Under the Blanton 
amendment 51 years would be the young- 
est and many of them would range 
around 60. 

It must be admitted by even the oppo- 
nents of 25-year retirement that there are 
very few men who would be efficient in 
the combatant arms after they have passed 
50 years. Such men are the exception. 
Fifty or sixty years is not too old for 
commissioned officers, for at that age they 
reach the grade of lieutenant colonel or 
colonel. ‘Their ripe experience and long 
service make them valuable men as com- 
manders of larger units. But men will 
be scarcely fit to perform the duties of en- 
listed men in a combatant unit after they 
have passed the age of fifty. The average 
man could not keep up to the requirements 
of the Infantry, Cavalry and Field Artil- 
lery in the enlisted grades. 


Field Artillery Refresher Course 


DU. to the scarcity of officers in the 

higher grades in the Field Artillery 
and the excess in other branches of the 
Service a number of officers were detailed 
last summer for a period of four years in 
the Field Artillery. Four of them report- 
ed to the Field Artillery School in Sep- 
tember and on Feb. 3 will complete the 
“refresher” course in Field Artillery. Col. 
Frank C. McArthur, who came from the 
Infantry, reports to the 5th Field Artil- 
lery at Fort Bragg, N.C.; Col. Clarence 
R. Day, who came from the Cavalry, is 
ordered to report to the commanding gen- 
eral, Division, Fort Sam Houston, 
Texas, for duty with the Field Artillery. 
Lt. Col. Frank S. Bowen, Inf., and Lt. Col. 
Charles F. Martin, Cav., both remain at 
Fort Sill for duty with the 1st Field Ar- 
tillery. 


HE Army Appropriation bill will 
be reported to the Senate on Jan. 


29 or 30, according to the program 
which the committee is following. While 
the hearings were comprehensive and 
dealt with the large questions, the Senate 
committee did not concern itself with the 
smaller items and details of the bill. 

The indications are that the Senate 
committee will at least restore the budget 
estimates to the bill. Senator Wadsworth 
is anxious to secure early passage of the 
bill, as there is prospect of a jam in the 
legislative program at the close of the ses- 
sion. Mr. Wadsworth is inclined to elimi- 
nate all new legislation from the House 
bill. If the committee does not pursue 
this policy it will rewrite the Hull amend- 
ment for the relief of the captains that 
were originally among the first lieuten- 
ants on the promotion list. The commit- 
tee is convinced that the amendment was 
loosely written, and no two of them are 
fully agreed as to what would be its ef- 
fect. They were very much impressed 
with the testimony of Maj. Benedict upon 
this amendment. 

The amendment prohibiting retired offi- 
cers from accepting employment with cor- 
porations will be eliminated from the bill 
by the Senate committee, according to re- 
liable reports. 


Meaning of the Hull Amendment 
Obscured 


HE meaning of the Hull amendment is 

obscured and confusing, according to 
the testimony of Maj. Jay L. Benedict, G. 
S., before the Senate Committee on Ap- 
propriations. He was requested to sug- 
gest how the amendment could be rewrit- 
ten so as not to interfere with the rights 
of other classes of officers on the promo- 
tion list. In the course of his testimony 
Maj. Benedict said: 

“The only way I can get any meaning 
out of the amendment is to transpose it 
and, beginning with the words ‘first lieu- 
tenant,’ make it read as follows: 

All first lieutenants in the Army otherwise 
eligible, who were demoted . . . shail be 
promoted to the grade of captain in nee of. 
officers who were serving in the of first 
lieutenant on June 30, 1920, notwithstanding 
the names of some of demoted captains 
are carried on the promotion list below the 
names of some first lieutenants, and until this 
is accomplished no part of the funds herein 
appropriated shall be used to pay for the allow- 
ance or subsistence of any captain promoted 
after the passage of this act. 

“Evidently the amendment contemplates 
a departure from the promotion list suffi- 
cient to insure all first lieutenants who 
were demoted being promoted in advance 
of first lieutenants who were not demoted 
—the debate in the House indicates such 
an intent. 

“The effect in this case will probably be 
to give all demoted captains who came 
into the Service after June 30, 1920, pri- 
ority of promotion over the demoted cap- 
tains in the Service that date as first lieu- 
tenants and since promoted. This would 
not only give the demoted cap Pp 
over undemoted first lieutenants, but woul 
further upset promotion list stan 
ereating an order of priority among de- 
moted captains themselves. It would cause 
the class of August, 1917, U.S.M.A., and 
a large part of the Fort Leavenworth class 
of 1917 to wait for promotion until all 
other demoted captains were repremonee. 

“As to immediate necessity for this leg- 
islation there is none except for the pur- 
pose of raising the morale of 275 former 
eaptains by promising them in the future 
priority of promotion over their undemeted 
seniors in length of service. Under the 
general law, even as modified by this 
amendment, promotion of demoted cap- 
tains will take place in order of standing 
on the promotion list to the first 489 va- 
eancies that occur. 

“Now as to these first 489 vacancies in 
the grade of captain. A very liberal esti- 
mate is 250 vacancies per year, or about 
seven per cent. of the authorized number 
of captains (3,450). Hence, it will be 
about two years, or Jan. 1, 1925, before 
the proposed amendment becomes effective. 

“Tt is true that promotion of junior offi- 
cers has been rapid. The readjustment 
will slow it up. But the effects should be 
equitably distributed. 

“Had promotions continued to June 30 
there would have been demo a solid 
block of 579 instead of 489 captains, and 
instead of having 275 other demoted cap- 
tains down among undemoted first lieuten- 
ants there would be only 185. This for the 
reason that interspersed among the 150 
first lieutenants due for promotion before 
June 30 there are 90 demoted captains.” 
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Senate Committee Takes Up 
Army Appropriation Bill 


‘oy prefacing his statement of the com- 
arisons between the House bill, the 
budget and the recommendations of the 
War Department in the Senate committee 
hearing on the Army bill Jan. 23, Gen. 
William Lassiter, U.S.A., Acting Deputy 
Chief of Staff, declared that 40,000 Re- 
serve officers had indicated a desire to at- 
tend next summer’s camps. The General 
explained that the statement made before 
the House committee was taken from the 
reports which had been received by the 
ar Department up to that time. Be- 
fore the camps are held, he predicted, even 
more Reserve officers may be heard from 
on the subject. 

The Reserve Officers’ Association, he 
told the committee, had asked that one- 
third of the corps be given training each 
year, and he expressed the opinion that 
this was a modest recommendation. At 
the rate provided for in the House bill a 
Reserve officer would average a fifteen-day 
period of training once every eight years.

The House bill appropriates $1,705,000, 
expendable as follows: 

(a) $900,000 pay and allowances of Reserve 
officers for 15 days’ training. 

(b) $200,000 pay and allowances of Reserve 
officers for more than 15 days. 

(ce) Mileage, $250,000. 

(d) $5,000 for pay Enlisted Reserve Corps. 

(e) $350,000 for the establishment and main- 
tenance of camps for the training of the 
Organized Reserves. 

Under the provision of the bill 9,000 Re- 
serve officers can be trained for fifteen days 
at an estimated cost of $100 per officer, 
which will exhaust the funds appropriated 
for this special purpose. The staff, school 
and C.M.T.C. projects, since they involve 
longer periods than fifteen days, must be 

rovided for out of the particular fund of 

,000 appropriated for the pay of Re- 

serve officers called to active duty for more 
than fifteen days.

In view of the foregoing, the War De- 
partment is confronted with the problem 
of contracting its program with respect to 
the Staff School and C.M.T.C. projects to 
such a degree as to render them wholly in- 
effective, or must eliminate either the 
school project or the use of Reserve offi- 
cers at the C.M.T. camps. 


Gen. Reilly’s Testimony 


After Gen. Lassiter had finished his tes- 
timony, Senator Wadsworth called upon 
Brig. Gen. Henry J. Reilly, O/R.C., presi- 
dent of the Reserve Officers’ Association, 
to testify. 

Gen. Reilly emphasized the fact that 
the shape in which the Army Appropria- 
tion bill had come from the House had 
brought about a crisis with respect to the 
enforecement of the National Defense act. 
He emphasized the necessity of keeping 
Reserve officers on duty on the various 
General Staff committees in Washingtgn 
having to do with Reserve questions. He 
pointed out the great value of the three 
months’ courses at the Service schools. 
He strongly attacked the elimination from 
the bill of the appropriation for divisiona! 
and other unit headquarters, pointing out 
that their abolition would make an end to 
the Organized Reserve as such. He 


showed that the Reserve officers them- 
selves greatly desired these unit headquar- 
ters and insisted that a minimum of 20,- 


000 Reserve officers could easily be gotten 
to camp the coming summer provided the 
necessary appropriations were made and 
they were given sufficient notice ahead of 
time. He submitted the same statement 
as to the needs of the Reserve forces as 
was submitted to Chairman Madden of the 
House Appropriations Committee by the 
Executive Committee of the Reserve Offi- 
cers’ Association when they held their 
meeting in Washington in December, 1922. 
He spoke in support of the restoration of 
the items cut from the Citizens’ Military 
Training Camps and the R.OJT.C. He 
closed his testimony by a strong statement 
in favor of the one-Army idea and by put- 
ting the Reserve Officers’ Association on 
record as determined to support this policy. 


Gen. Heintzelman’s Testimony 


One of the most serious problems which 
confronts the War Department, according 
to the testimony of Brig. Gen. Stuart 
Heintzelman, U.S.A., Assistant Chief of 
Staff, is the housing of the Army. The 
frequent changes in the size of the Army, 
he explained, has kept the problem in sus- 
pense aside from the general policy of econ- 
omy of the Government. With the excep- 
tion of Fort Benning, new permanent con- 
struction for shelter of personnel has not 
been authorized since 1914. 

In the course of his discussion of the 
question Gen. Heintzelman said: 

“It is most important to have a com- 
plete project for sheltering the Army, but 
it is equally obvious that not only is the 
problem most difficult in itself, but from 
both military and economical points of 
view there are many conflicting considera- 
tions that must be reconciled. The War 
Department has been for some time seri- 
ously engaged in examining all these dif- 
ferent questions, but because of their very 
seriousness is not now prepared with a 
general project. In the meantime there is 
certain construction that must be had in 
any case. It is the most urgent of such 
items that the War Department has in- 
cluded in the present budget. To include 
these elements within the limit of the War 
Department budget required the cutting of 
other items almost as essential, but it was 
felt that this particular construction could 
not be longer postponed and must be had. 
In order of priority and urgency the items 
are as follows: 

1. Hospital for Fort Benning, Ga...$275,000 
This appears in the bill under 
‘*Construction and Repair of Hos- 
pitals’’ and was not only cut out 
by the House, but a proviso added 
forbidding all new construction, yet 
in the opinion of the War Depart- 
ment this hospital should have pri- 
ority over all other contraction. 

The following items all appear under the 
heading, ‘‘Military Posts, United States’’: 

2. Officers’ quarters, Ft. Benning, Ga.$124,875

Gen. Wells on Defenses 


In making a plea for the restoration of 
the budget estimates to the Army Appro- 
priation bill, Brig. Gen. B. H. Wells, As- 
sistant Chief of Staff, declared: 

“If we should continue to ask for ap- 
propriations at the rate the War Depart- 
ment pursued in making up the budget for 
the fiscal year 1924, it would take about 
eleven years to finish the Oahu project 
and more than 100 years to finish the 
Panama project. This statement, I think, 
ought to convince the committee that the 
requests made for this year and included 
in the budget are most moderate. They 
are, in fact, requests for small sums and 
include only the most essential items to 
continue the projects and keep them alive. 
As a matter of fact, the War Department 
itself cut the requests from Hawaii to less 
than fifty per cent. of what the command- 
ing general asked for and to about ten 
per cent. of what the commanding gen- 
eral in Panama, asked for, although the 
estimates of both these officers were con- 
servative and included no item that had 
not been Caney examined and ap- 
proved by the ar Department. The 
House has reduced the War Department 





estimates for construction to about thirty 
per cent. in the case of Oahu and to prac- 
tically nothing in the case of Panama.” 


Program for the 
Naval Reserve Force 


UNDER the provisions of the Naval Ap- 

propriation bill it is believed that the 
Navy Department will be able to carry 
out the limited program which it has in- 
augurated for the Naval Reserve. This 
will call for a strength of 1,500 officers and 
5,000 men. Three million and a half dol- 
lars which has been appropriated for the 
Reserve, it is thought, will be sufficient 
for the same program for summer cruises 
that were conducted last year. 


U.S. Flag Hauled 
Down at Coblenz 


‘THE American forces on ‘duty in Ger- 

many left Coblenz Jan. 24 for Antwerp 
to board the U.S. Army transport St. 
Mihiel, which was ordered to sail for home 
Jan. 25. 

As the force moved to the train high 
Allied officials saluted ond the 156th 
French Infantry furnished an escort of 
honor. Its band played the American and 
national anthems as the train moved out. 
The people of Coblenz with whom the 
troops were very popular turned out in 
large numbers to bid the troops good-bye. 

Before entraining the troops were formed 
for parade and as retreat was sounded the 
flag was lowered from the headquarters of 
Maj. Gen. H. T. Allen, U.S.A., at Fortress 
Ehrenbreitstein by Sets. Charles Long, 
Dewey Kitner, Lester Kelbaugh and Frank 
Ehley, veterans of the 7th Machine Gun 
Battalion of the old 3d Division, U.S.A. 
The American troops were reviewed by 
Gens. Marty, Mardacq, Danselme, Damet 
and Henrys of the French army. 

Gen. Allen will remain at Coblenz for 
a short time with a party of some 100 
officers and men to settle up affairs. The 
general received a letter from Chancellor 
Cuno just before the departure of the 
troops, which contained praise from the 
German government “for the exemplary 
conduct of the troops.” 

The St. Mihiel, as previously stated in 
this paper, is due at Savannah, Ga., Feb. 
7; Charleston, S.C., Feb. 8, and at Brook- 
lyn, N.Y., Feb. 10. 


Cordial Greetings Exchanged 
in the Hawaiian Department 


EXCHANGE of felicitations between 
Governor Wallace R. Farrington and 
the commanding officers of the Army and 
Navy at Honolulu on New Year’s Day 
were expressive of the cordiality existin 
between the territorial administration an 
the military departments of the Federal 
Government represented in Hawaii. 

The Governor sent letters to both com- 
manders, expressing to them and the per- 
sonnel under their command hearty good 
wishes for the New Year, and received 
similar letters from Rear Adm. Edward 
Simpson, U.S.N., commandant of the 14th 
Naval District, and Maj. Gen. C. P. Sum- 
merall, U.S.A., commanding the Hawaiian 
Department.

“National Coueism” Scored 
by Col. T. J. Powers, U.S.A. 


NATIONAL Couelism is the subject with 

which Col. T. J. Powers, U.S.A., chief 
of staff of the 85th Division, deals in an 
article in last month’s issue of the Army 
and Navy Bulletin. He admits that it 
may be a good thing for a nation to culti- 
vate belief in itself—within limits. 

These limits are reached, according to 
Colonel Powers, when the nation attains 
what he designates an “extraverted type 
of Coueism”; when the nation alters its 
slogan to “Day by day, in every way, 
everybody else is getting better and better, 
and they are getting better and better in 
exactly the same way that I am.” 

That type of Coueism he declares to be 
‘a disease that emaciates the spirit of a 
nation until that spirit dies of slow maras- 
mus, and the nation dies with it. The 


name of the disease is pacifism.” 

The articles makes a warm appeal for 
the friends of the Services to get together, 
get organized and take the offensive against 
this form of National Coueism. 


House Action on

which engages in such business. 

Provided further, that none of funds appro- 
priated under title [Air Service] shall be used 
for purpose of giving exhibition flights to pub- 
lic other than those under contre! and diree- 
tien of War Department upon Government fiy- 
ing fields, and no public exhibition flights 
shall be given unless a bond of indemnity, ia 
such sum as Secretary of War may require for 
damages to person or property, shall be fur- 
nished Government by parties desiring the 
exhibition. 

No part of funds appropriated in this act 
for supply, maintenance, and upkeep of ath- 
letic grounds and stands at U.S. Military

HE following has been adopted as the fundamental naval policy of the 
United States by the Secretary on recommendation of the General Board 


The Navy of the United States should be maintained in sufficient

HOW CAN THIS BE REMEDIED? 


Persons have been heard to remark that if 
the Navy folks wish to get a 50-50 break on 
prices hereabouts it is best for them to go 
ashore in civilian clothing to do their bar- 
gaining. . 

This always seemed to us to.be just .a wise 
crack until the other day when we stumbled 
over a list which set forth the names and ad- 
dresses of certain chief petty officers and other 
enlisted men of this ship who are married and 
living in either Long Beach or San Pedro. 

The list exhibited the amounts these men are 
having to pay for rent; in almost every case 
$40 to $50 a month, plus gas and electricity— 
and this for small, rather incompletely fur- 
nished, few-roomed “apartments.” . . . 

Everyone is fairly well acquainted with the 
exorbitant rents charged in this vicinity. One 
starts out to hunt a place with the understand- 
ing, to begin with, that he is going to have to 
pay more than what he gets is worth. But 
when it comes about that a sailor has to put 
from thirty-five to fifty per cent. (or more) of 


his income into the obtaining of four walls to 
call a home, things are at a pass that deserves 
indignant comment, 

If a scere of men on the Tennessee are in 
this predicament, we wonder what would be the 
length of the list which would include all the 
enlisted men of the fleet who are turning back 
into Long Beach, San Pedro, Los Angeles and 
vicinity all they earn in order to live a normal, 
decent citizen’s existence while they are about 
their business of acting as the nation’s first 
line of defense! 

f rents are this high, could not the Govern- 
ment well afford (just as a business venture) 
to buy land and build houses to accommodate 
the Navy personnel of the fleet?

The Twining Case

U.S. Destroyers in World War 


APT. J. K. TAUSSIG, U.S.N., con- 

tinues in the Proceedings of the United 
States Naval Institute for January, 1923, 
his instructive and interesting account of 
the U.S. destroyer experiences while serv- 
ing with the British navy during the World 
War. Captain Taussig was in command 
of the destroyer force. In his first article 
in the December issue he made no secret of 
the difficulties he and his officers and men 
labored under, in view of the fact that he 
as the commander of the force was not 
taken into the confidence of the Navy De- 
partment, and he said “it was difficult to 
comprehend just what the department’s 
wishes and intentions were.” The depart- 
ment, it is also pointed out, had no plans 
for an offensive. The captain tells of his 
orders to cross the Atlantic, the experi- 
ences of the trip and of the arrival at 
Queenstown, Ireland. In the second arti- 
cle he describes the preparations of the de- 
stroyers to participate in the hunt for the 
German submarines, the manner in which

uty. 


S the results of the Washington 
Conference become more plainly 
eviflent, the outstanding lesson of 

the conference for America that diplomacy 
is our first line of defense becomes clearer. 
The most recent example of this is the 
situation in which we find ourselves re- 
specting modernization of battleships. . An 
expenditure of something like $60,000,000 
ultimately wil: be necessary to so alter our 
battleships as to make them equal

The truth of the matter is that we were 

After 
agreement upon the principle of limita- 
tion on a 5-5-3 basis it became necessary 
to list by name those ships to be kept, ty 
each power and those to be scra A 
These detailed arrangements, while sup- 
posedly in accord with the principle, were 
not so in fact. Some technical estimates 
of the present condition place. British 
superiority over us, consider: battleship 
strength alone, as high as 2 to 1. ers 
place it as low as the equivalent of four 
of the older British ope sy But what- 
ever the exact amount of the superiority, 
it is so substantial as to nullify the prin- 
ciple of equality between the United States 
and Great Britain. 

It should be remembered phat pracsteay 
all of the British work of modernization 
was completed before the conference met; 
much of it well before. So that there is 
no question here of British good faith in 
living up to the terms of the treaty after 
it was signed. The only charge that might 
be sustained against them as to a viola- 
tion of treaty spirit would relate to the 
invalidation of an agreed upon principle 
through subsequent negotiations respect- 
ing necessary details. Such a charge would 
attack a time-honered diplomatic practice 
and confess ourselves novices in diplomacy. 

There is good reason to believe, that our 
nayal advisors to the American delegation 
pointed out explicitly the discrepancy. be- 
tween the principle of American-British 
equality and the reality of inequality = 
pressed by the list of ships designated for 
retention. If so, we must admit. 
lomatie defeat to the extent of $60,000,000 ; 
not a small sum even in these days. 
we consider that one of the two declared 
principal objects of the Naval Treaty was 
to reduce the burden of competitive arma- 
ments, that besides the above-mentioned 
$60,000,000 America sacrificed $330, - 
000 worth of partially completed ships and 
is now confronted with the necessity of 
spending over $300,000,000 more if she is 
to meet the new Japanese building pro- 
gram, the extent of our diplomatic ‘leteat 
becomes evident. From a financial view- 
point America’s loss is about $700,000,000, 
with a loss also in relative naval 
compared with the pre-conference situation. 
What a “reduction” of our burdens! 

The losses we sustained at the Washing- 
ton conference are equivalent, both in 
money and power, to a severe defeat in a 
great naval battle such as would throw 
the country into despair. Yet the diplo- 

matic defeat is heralded as a t achieve- 
ment. Our people do not understand that 
diplomacy is not only an agency of peace, 
but also one of war. In the latter role 
diplomacy is as important to the national 
security as the Army and the Navy.

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Harbord Insult 
Proves Boomerang 


I? has already become apparent to the 
leaders of the House that the amend- 
ment to the Appropriation bill preventing 
retired Army officers from accepting civil- 
jan employment is not proving to be a 
popular measure. The thoughtful mem- 
bers now realize that the House went too 
far in its play to the pacifist sentiment of 
the country in the adoption of the amend- 
ment. They were extremely unfortunate 
in selecting Maj. Gen. James G. Harbord 
as an illustration of why the amendment 
should be adopted. 

The statement issued by Secretary of 
War Weeks on the subject, which is print- 
ed in another column, resulted in some 
very 4 attacks upon the House by the 
press of the country. To meet this Repre- 
sentative Tincher of Kansas was selected 
to answer the Secretary’s letter. Mr. 
Tincher is one of the spellbinders of the 
House. He is, in effect, an attorney for 
the Republican organization and is fre- 
quently used to defend its policy. He has 
a reputation for saying sharp things to 
brace up the courage of his colleagues. 

But in this case Mr. Tincher did not 
fit in with the situation. Gen. Harbord 
is a distinguished graduate of the Agricul- 
tural College of Kansas and has many warm 
friends throughout the state. It is under- 
stood that Mr. Tincher has already heard 
from some of them and in all probability 
will hear from more. The folks at home 
are not impressed with Mr. Tincher’s at- 
tack upon Gen. Harbord. 

Another unfortunate feature of the 
demagogical play of the House is that Gen. 
Harbord came up from the ranks of the 
Regular Army. The enemies of the Regu- 
lar Army have frequently shed crocodile 
tears because the enlisted men are sup- 
posed to not have a chance for promotion 
to the officers’ grades. Although the Mili- 
tary Academy is one of the most demo- 
cratic educational institutions in the coun- 
try, it has been pictured as the center of 
a military aristocracy by the demagogues 
in Congress. Hiding behind this assump- 
tion, thrusts have been made at the Regu- 
lar Army every time military legislation 
has been under consideration. It has been 
represented that the Army is in the con- 
trol of a West Point aristocracy, and that 
a volunteer officer, or anyone who came 
into the Army from civil life, had no op- 
portunity for promotion. It so happens 
that Gen. Harbord’s career in the Army 
disproves this and Congress was indeed 
unfortunate in picking him out to attack 
the whole establishment. 

The amendment will doubtless be strick- 
en out in the Senate committee. Before 
the bill comes back to the House it is be- 
lieved that the advocates of the amend- 
ment will be ready to drop it.

Secretary of War Weeks Denounces 
House Insult to General Harbord 


‘THE Secretary of War on Jan. 20 issued 

a statement in regard to the contempti- 
ble and cowardly amendment attached to 
the Army bill and adopted by the House 
for the purpose of depriving Maj. Gen. 
James G. Harbord of retired pay. Fol- 
lowing is the statement: 

“It is most regrettable from the stand- 
— of the War Department and the pub- 
ie service that the House of Representa- 
tives adopted an amendment to the Army 
bill which, in effect, takes from Gen. Har- 
bord, until recently Deputy Chief of Staff, 
his retired pay because he has become 
president of the Radio Corporation of 
America. The reason given for this ac- 
tion is that he has been employed by the 
company for the purpose of obtaining more 
business from the Government than the 
company could otherwise hope to secure. 
This is an insult to Gen. Harbord and to 
the Government itself, 

“For nearly forty years Gen. Harbord 
has been faithfully and efficiently serving 
the Government and regardless of what 
position he may occupy in civil life the 
best interests of his Government will be 
his chief concern. Any inference to the 
contrary reflects on the person making it. 
As a matter of fact, the Government’s busi- 
ness with the Radio Corporation is incon- 
sequential. At the present time we have 
no contract with it, and, generally speak- 
ing, purchases of radio equipment, which 
are of small moment in total amount, are 
made from the manufacturers. But there 
is a much broader question involved in the 
action taken by the House. 

“Gen. Harbord, the son of a western 
farmer, enlisted in the Army. Starting 
his military career as a private, at the be- 
ginning of the World War, at the age of 
fifty, he held the rank of major. While 
his rank was not high, he had already im- 
pressed himself upon the War Department 
and his associates in the Army to such a 
degree that he was made chief of staff of 
the American Expeditionary Forces. He 


went from that position to the command of 
the 2d Division, one of the most conspicu- 
ous fighting divisions in the Army. me 
commanded this division during the Marne- 
Vesle campaign. ‘Things were not going 
satisfactorily in the Service of Supply and 
he was-transferred, greatly to his regret, 
to the head of that Service, a position of 
enormous responsibility and of the great- 
est importance to the Army. He so reor- 
ganized and conducted that Service that 
he brought to himself not only the plaud- 
its of his associates in the Army, but at- 
tracted the attention of men of importance 
in civilian life who were temporarily serv- 
ing the Government in Europe; in fact, 
so extraordinary were his services and or- 
ganizing ability that they have occasioned 
continual commendation from civilians 
since the war, and it was because of this 
capacity that he was called to the presi- 
dency of the Radio Corporation as the 
most competent available man for that 
particular service in the United States. 
“The development of the radio is of vast 
public importance and there is, therefore, 
a public reason why he should accept and 
fill that position, retaining his place on 
the retired list of the Army so that he 
would be available for service in an emer- 
gency. If a British officer, French officer, 
or an officer of any other nation had per- 
formed for his government the service ren- 
dered by Gen. Harbord instead of having 
this stigma attached to him, that is, the 
inference that he is dishonest—not to men- 
tion taking away his retired pay—lie would 
have been given honors of very important 
character, and certainly in the case of 
Great Britain a large honorarium as well. 
I do not believe the people of this country 
wish its great defenders treated in such 
a shameful way, and I should think Gen. 
Harbord would feel that a country that 
would tamely submit to such treatment of 
one of its officers was hardly worth serv- 
ing. He will certainly feel a sense of in- 
justice which time can never efface.” 





Slap at Gen. Harbord 
“Foolish and Inexcusable” 


NDER the heading “Foolish and In- 

excusable,” the New York Times of 
Jan. 23 discusses the House amendment 
aimed at Maj. Gen. James G. Harbord 
which will, if it becomes a law. hit every 
officer in the Army upon retirement. The 
Times says: 

“If an amendment offered to the War 
Department Appropriation bill in the 
House by Mr. Dickinson of Iowa becomes 
law, Army officers on the retired list who 
are employed by a concern that sells any 
article to the United States will lose their 
retired pay. 

“Tf a retired officer were working as a 
bookkeper for an inventor who sold an 
improved machine gun to the Government, 
or for a firm that sold to it any other in- 
dispensable weapon, munition or article, 
the War Department would have to stop 
his pay check under the terms of this 
legislation. . . . Retired officers with 
large families who could not make both 
ends meet on the pay of their rank would 
have to be wary in selecting employment 
to escape the penalty imposed by Mr. Dick- 
inson’s amendment. To be on the safe 
side, it would be necessary to keep away 
from commercial pursuits altogether. In 
fact, it would be difficult to make any 
business connection that was above sus- 
picion. 

“In introducing his loosely drawn 
amendment Mr. Dickinson referred to the 
engagement of Gen. Harbord by the Radio 
Corporation of America. 

“It was adopted without discussion, no 
member raising his voice in protest. Gen. 
Harbord’s services to the country in the 
World War seemed to have been forgotten. 
. . « The achievement for which the 
country can never be sufficiently grateful 
to Gen. Harbord was his organization of 
the Supply Department. . .. It was 
because Gen. Harbord had done this intri- 
eate and difficult work so well that his 
energies were coveted in civil life, not be- 
eause of his associations with Army and 
Navy people, as Representative Dickinson 
suspects. ‘That notion is a ing re- 
flection upon the general’s integrity and 
indeed upon the honesty of officers in pur- 
chase departments of the military ser- 
vices. . . . Moreover, it must be con- 
sidered that the United States .. . 
enters into a contract with officers on the 
retired list, who are not estopped by the 
law from engaging in business pursuits. 


Congressional Alibi for 
Attack on Gen. Harbord 


FOLLOWING publication of Secretary 
Weeks’s defense of Maj. Gen. James 
G. Harbord, printed above, the Secretary 
was attacked in both the Senate and 
House on Jan. 22. His criticism of the 
House action was resented by certain rep- 
resentatives of the people who hold the 
sacred belief that they are dictators, not 
servants of those they represent. 

Mr. Tincher of Kansas, where Mr. An- 
thony hails from, and Senator Caraway 
were the spokesmen who voiced resent- 
ment of the Secretary’s utterances. They 
cited the bonus veto as a precedent to jus- 
tify the house action. They altogether ig- 
nored that the United States enters into 
a contract with officers on the retired list, 
which assures them their retired pay. 
Taken altogether, the statements of the 
Senator and Representative constituted a 
rather lame alibi.

Age Restriction 
is Blow to Army 


'HE Secretary of War has addressed a 

letter to Senator Francis B. Warren 
and Representative Martin B. Madden 
chairmen of the Committees on Appropri. 
ations in the Senate and House in which 
he said: 

“I am greatly concerned over the amend- 
ment to the Army Appropriation bill 
passed in the House which prohibits the 
enlistment of men under 21 years of 
without the written consent of their par- 
ents or unless the applicant furnishes g 
birth certificate or affidavits of two disin. 
terested witnesses showing he is 21 years 
of age. 

“This has the practical effect of raising 
the legal age of enlistment from 18 to 2] 
years of age. Present enlistments are dj. 
vided approximately: 32% per cent. re. 
enlistments, 30 per cent. new enlistments 
of men over 21 years, and 37% per cent, 
of new enlistments of men under 21 years 
of age. 

“In the case of men under 21 years of 
age the following difficulties will present 
themselves: About 80 per cent. of these 
men are accepted for enlistment away from 
home. There are not sufficient funds to 
telegraph, so in each case, parents’ ¢on- 
sent would have to be obtained by mail, 
There are no funds to lodge or board these 
men while awaiting reply from parents, 
and very few could afford to wait around 
a week or more at their own expense for 
a reply. In the case of men over 21 years 
of age it would be difficult to secure eyi- 
dence, as a great many communities did 
not keep birth statistics twenty-one years 
ago and the securing of affidavits would be 
difficult. Most of these men apply for en- 
listment away from home and would have 
to be fed and lodged for a week or more 
while awaiting evidence the same as men 
under 21 years of age. 

“To feed and lodge applicants of either 
class while awaiting evidence would in- 
crease the cost of recruiting considerably 
and funds are not available. 

“Many young men between 16 and 21 
years of age enlist for patriotic reasons 
and to travel and the pay offered is of no 
especial moment, but to men over 21 years 
of .age the pay offered does affect their de 
cisions to join the Army materially and the 
offer of $21 per month does not impress 
them greatly and they are much more diff- 
cult to secure than the men from 1§ to 21 
years of age. 

“This prohibition will handicap the re 
cruitment of the Army seriously and ur 
less recruiting funds can be materially in- 
creased will make it impossible to keep the 
Army at authorized strength.”

Appropriation Cut 


THt the Ohio Association of Reserve 
Officers is an aggressive and active or- 
ganization is indicated by the subjoined 
letter which was sent out to the members 
of the association by Col. Edward Orton, 
jr., president of the association. Col. Or- 
ton is president of the Columbus Cha 
of Commerce and is active in business af- 


fairs ag well as in military matters. Fol- 
lowing is the text of the letter: 
Dear Fellow Officer: Information just 


received from Brig. Gen. Henry J. Reilly, 
president of the Reserve Officers’ Associa- 
tion of the United States, and his re 
sentative in Washington, is summarized as 
follows:

If this outrageous and utterly unjustifi- 
able treatment of the Army is not averted 
by a general protest from al) intelligent 
and informed citizens this country’s de 
fensive protection will be seriously weak- 
ened in actual strength and in morale at a 
time when the world is in greater chaos 
and more active danger of an explosion 
than at any time since the Armistice. 

\A developed and trained Reserve is the 
answer of the business men of this country 
on the military policy. The only alterna 
tive is an expanded permanent Army if 
the national security is to be conserved. 
They do not want a big standing Army, 
but they do want safety and are willing to 
pay for it. They believe that the most eco- 
nomical way to secure it is to build up a 
good Reserve Corps and keep it in train- 
ing by short annual camp duty. A Re 
serve merely on paper composed of men 
steadily deteriorating from lack of train- 
ing is a miserable subterfuge which de- 
ceives no one and helps no one. 

The Reserve Officers’ Association insists 
that adequate training for next year will 
cost $5,753,000. Most of the Reserve offi- 
cers have been three yearg on the rolls 
without an hour’s training. The Director 
otf Budget allowed $2,628,109, which would 
be entirely inadequate, and now the House 
committee cuts it to $1,705,900. 

The only way to stop this tragic piece 
of mislegislation is for every Reserve offi- 
cer to act. This means you. The first 
thing to do is to protest direct to ycur 
representative. Shoot him a good hot tele- 
gram at your own expense, and back it up 
by a letter. The second thing to do is to 
light a back-fire behind him by getting 
your nearest American Legion post, cham- 
ber of commerce, civie club, church or 
lodge to tell him. It is evident that Con- 
gress does not yet accept the Reserve as a 
real thing. They look at it as a paper ex- 
cuse. They will continue to look at it that 
way unless you and your kind can con- 
vince them that you won’t stand for it. 
The future of the Reserve is lergely in 
your hands.

Army Airship Landed 
With Inexperienced Help 


HE officers at Scott Field recently dem- 

onstrated the fact that an airship can 
be easily landed with an inexperiencel 
landing crew away from its home statien 
and its usual facilities, and can pick up 
passengers and proceed on its flight. 

This test was made when Capt. Charles 
P. Clark, Lts. Robert S. Heald, D. L. 
Hutchins, Orvil A. Anderson and J. W. 
Benson “took off” from Scott Field at 9.30 
a.m. in a free balloon and landed four 
hours later near Vocahontas, Ill, thirty 
miles away. The balloon was at once de- 
flated and shipped back to Scott Field. 

The non-rigid airship A-4, Lt. Arthur 
Thomas piloting, “took off’ from Scott 
Field two hours behind the free balloon 
and followed it. When the free balloon 
had been landed and turned over to the 
local freight agent for shipment the offi- 
cers signaled the A-4, which was _ hover- 
ing over Pocahontas, and it descended and 
was landed by the officers with the assist- 
ance of several citizens selected from the 
crowd whieh had gathered. Then, after 
instructing their inexperienced landing 
party, the officers boarded the A+ and 
were put in the air in fine shape. The A-4 


made the return flight to Scott Field in 
fifty minutes.

Gen. Allen to Ship 
Jumpers from Germany 


AJ. GEN. HENRY T. ALLEN, U.S. 

A., commanding officer, A.F. in G., 
has been authorized by the War Depart- 
ment to ship to the United States not to 
exceed forty selected horses who are ex- 
ceptionally qualified for jumping, polo and 
charging purposes. The fine animals main- 
tained by both the British and French 
armies have been an impetus to our forces 
abroad in establishing a similar stable. 
There will be no money available for the 
purchase of horses until after July 1, 1924, 
and as the depreciation of horses in the 
Army is about ten per cent. a year, it is 
believed that this is a splendid opportu- 
nity to remedy this deficiency. 


Report of Chief of Engineers, 
U.S.A., for Year 1922 


HE annual report of the Chief of En- 

gineers, U.S.A., upon the organization, 
duties and operations of the Corps of En- 
gineers, of which Maj. Gen. L. H. Beach 
is the head, for the fiscal year ending June 
#0, 1922, recently issued in complete form, 
is a volume of 2.257 pages. 

The report covers in great deal all the 
numerous activities of the Corps of Engi- 
neers, including the work done and moneys 
spent on fortification work and river and 
harbor improvements. 

The. following are extracts from the re- 
port: 

The authorized commissioned strength 
of the Corps of Engineers during the fiscal 
year was 602. It can be seen from the 
above therefore that eighty-eight vacancies 
have existed during the year. Moreover 
of all the officers commissioned in the 
Corps of Engineers, only approximately 
twenty-five per cent. have had ten years’ 
experience as commissioned officers. Due 
to the expansion of the Organized Re- 
serves, the National Guard and other ac- 
tivities, the demands for commissioned per- 
sonnel made on the Corps of Engineers 
have been steadily increasing until at the 
present time great difficulty is being ex- 
perienced in furnishing suitable Hngineer 
officers to meet these demands. 


Enlisted Personnel 


The total enlisted strength in Engineer 
units at the beginning of the fiscal year 
was 6,545, of whom about 693 were on 
duty with the American Forces in Ger- 
many, and 5,852 in the United States and 
insular possessions. During the entire 
year persistent efforts have been made by 
organization commanders to secure recruits 
for their organizations. The number re- 
ceived, however, have hardly been more 
than sufficient to replace the men being 
lost by discharge. The present enlisted 
strength in Engineer units is 4,775. Of 
this number 4,690 are assigned to units in 
the United States, and eighty-five to units 
on foreign service. Also 689 Philippine 
Scouts, assigned to the 14th Engineers, 
with station in the Philippine Islands, are 
included in the above figures. 


National Guard 


During the year the Engineer contingent 
of the National Guard has increased from 


four regiments, five battalions and four 
companies to eight regiments (less one 
company), two battalions and eleven com- 
panies, plus two companies of auxiliary 
engineers. 


Reserve Officers 


At the beginning of the year there were 
3,874 Reserve officers commissioned in the 
Engineer Section, Officers’ Reserve Corps. 
The losses during the year due to death, 
resignation, discharge, because of inability 
to locate, and other causes, have amounted 
to 568. The number of Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps graduates recommended 
for appointment during the year has been 
211; of this number twenty-five have ac- 
cepted commissions. There have been 547 
veterans of the World War commissioned. 
The total strength of the Engineer Re- 
serve Corps at the close of the fiscal year 
is 3,878. 

The enlistments in the Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps have increased during the 
last year, and the probability of its ac- 
complishing its mission of furnishing the 
annual replacements for the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps seems good. 


Tryouts for Army Teams 
in National Rifle Matches 


U NDER orders issued by the Secretary 

of War on Jan. 13, teams represent- 
ing the Infantry, Cavalry, Coast Artillery 
and Engineers are authorized to enter the 
annual national rifle competition held un- 
der the auspices of the National Rifle As 
sociation. 

The selection of the teams to represent 
the various branches is a function of the 
chiefs of branches concerned, subject to 
the following provisions: 

In order to equalize as far as possible 
the preliminary tryout of Service teams 
each chief of branch concerned will be au- 
thorized to assemble annually at certain 
localities, subject to funds available for 
transportation, not to exceed for each 
team authorized to attend the National 
Matches, seventy-five officers, warrant offi- 
cers and enlisted men from branch organi- 
zations stationed within the continental 
limits of the United States, and an addi- 
tional twenty officers, warrant officers and 
enlisted men from the branch at large. 

The seventy-five officers, warrant officers 
and enlisted men referred to herein will, 
as far as practicable, be drawn propor- 
tionately from branch organizations. 

In order to facilitate the selection of 
participants in these four branch tryouts 
and to serve to increase interest in target 
practice in the United States special coast 
defense and regimental, battalion or com- 
pany competitions will be held by corps 
area commanders within their respective 
commands as far in advance of the branch 
tryouts as climatic and other conditions 
will permit. 

Similar competitions may be held by 
the chiefs of Infantry, Cavalry, Coast Ar- 
tillery and Engineers with respect to such 
troops as may be within their respective 
commands. ‘Transportation funds, fiscal 
year 1923, have been allocated and will 
be made available in the near future for 
the preliminary tryouts as follows: 

To the Chief of Infantry, $3,000; to the 
Chief of Cavalry, $2,500; to the Chief of 
Coast Artillery, $2,000; to the Chief of 
Engineers, $1,900; total, $9,400. 


Gen. Pershing Inspects

N inspection of the Headquarters Co.,

Col. Mumma, U.S.A., Heads 
National Shoot Officials 


L?: COL. MORTON C. MUMMA, Cay, 

U.S.A., now on duty as professor of 
military science and taetics, State Univer- 
sity of Iowa, Iowa City, has again beep 
designated as executive officer of the Na- 
tional Matches. ‘This is the fifth year 
Col. Mumma has directed the National 
Matches and the School of Instruction held 
in connection with them. 

The year 1923 is an important one, 
for the United States has invited the other 
nations of the International Shooting 
Union to come to the United States for 
the international competitions. 

Col. Mumma’s experience in conduct- 
ing the National Matches insures the same 
precision and attention to details which 
have marked the other matches with which 
he has been connected. His National 
Match experience includes shooting as a 
member of the Cavalry rifle team in 1908- 
06-07-08 ; assistant statistical officer and 
statistical officer, 1909-10-11-13; executive 
officer, 1918; captain Cavalry rifle team, 
1919; executive officer, 1920-21-22. 

Col. Mumma was also a member of the 
1907 and 1912 International Palma teams 
and captain of the Palma team of 1913. 
Col. Mumma and his son, Mdsn. Morton 
C. Mumma, jr., in the matches at Camp 
Perry in 1923, were shooting partners on 
a team entered in the Herrick Trophy, at 
ranges of 800, 900 and 1,000 yards. Mid- 
shipman Mumma made a world’s record 
by putting all of his fifty-one shots in the 
bull, finishing with a clean score of 225 for 
the three ranges and all six sighting shots 
in the bull as well. Incidentally he beat 
his father three points.

vT. COL. OLIVER H. DOCKERY, 
Adjutant General, 3d Division, Camp 
Lewis, Wash., and a veteran of three wars, 
in a speech before the American Legion at 
Tacoma, Wash., recently compared the 
legion with the Fascisti.

I* has long been the desire of the War 
Department to return as nearly as pos- 
sible to the simplicity of calculations of 
the court- martial forfeitures which ob- 
tained prior to 1915. To accomplish this 
the change in Army Regulations on the 
subject was prepared and submitted in 
advance to the Comptroller General. He 
handed down his decision on Jan. 4, where 
in he has by implication materially modi- 
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fied his definitions of certain court-martial 
expressions, and indicates that a regula- 
tion substantially as submitted will accom- 
plish the desired result if it be promul- 
gated as an executive order rather than a 
paragraph of Army Regulations. 

It is probable that such an executive 
order will be prepared and submitted to 
the President for his signature at an early 
date. As an indication of what will prob- 
ably be accomplished, the Comptroller in 
one place decided as follows: 

“For example, a sentence of a first class 
private of less than four years’ service, 
to forfeit $20 per month for six months 
will be construed as a forfeiture of $120 
to be collected at the rate of $20 per 
month. If after paying $40 he is reduced 
to private with base pay of $21 per month, 
the collection of the remaining $80 of the 
forfeiture will be collected at the maxi- 
mum rate of $14 per month.”

45 to 28. Both exhibited excellent team 
work, but the Navy was faster and had a 
better developed system of play. 

McKee led in the scoring for the Navy, 
with five goals from the floor and nine 
from the foul line, making good every one 
of his chances.

Both 
can get down the court and shoot. 

Wrestling, boxing, swimming, gymnas- 
tics and fencing will open their seasons 
early in February, and will continue 
through March. The Navai Academy, as 
usual, will be strongly represented in all 
of these branches. 

The Naval Academy team defeated La- 
fayette at Basketball on Jan. 20 by 45 to 
28. The radical changes in the line-up 
seem to have improved every phase of play- 
ing. Mills has replaced Harris at for- 
ward, Day or Walshe will play center, in 
place of Scheibeler, and Shapley is taking 
Jones’s place at guard. The changes give 
weight and strength to the team, with no 
loss in speed and shooting ability.

Navy Omnibus Bill 
Reported to Senate 


‘THE Navy Omnibus bill (H.R. 7864) 

has been reported to the Senate by the 
Senate Committee on Naval Affairs. The 
committee rejected the Navy Department’s 
recommendations (in Sec. 2) relative to 
the reduction in the rate of pay for the 
enlisted men of the insular force of the 
Navy, and another (in Sec. 3) relative to 
the retirement of chaplains of the Naval 
Reserve Force. It adopted the section for 
the modernization of battleships which re- 
moves the limit of the cost of improve 
ments on capital ships. 

_ Also, it added a new section which will 
give the Navy a band at Washington. The 
Washington Navy Yard band is placed on 
the same status as the Marine Corps band. 

The other recommendations of the com- 
mittee on the bill follow: 

Section 1, relating to transferred men of 
the Fleet Navai Reserve, enrolled men in 
the N.R.F. or Marine Corps Reserve who 
held temporary commissions or warrants, 
and enlisted men of the Navy discharged 
to become enrolled in the N.R.F., etc., fs 
reported favorably without change. 

Sec. 2, relating to pay of insular force 
is stricken out, as is also Sec. 3, relating 
to retirement of chaplains, N.R.F. 

Secs. 4, 5 and 6, no change from pro- 
visions as passed by the House. Sec. 4 
provides for removal of charge of deser- 
tion from those officers and men who sub- 
sequent to the entry of such charges served 
with honor in the World War. Sec. 5 
counts active service, April 6, 1917-March 
3, 1921, of retired officers of Navy and 
Marine Corps for longevity pay. See. 
authorizes credit to disbursing officers for 
civilian outfits furnished on discharge. 

Sees. 7 to 27 are new sections added by 
the Senate Naval Committee. Their pro- 
visions in brief follow: 

Sec. 7. Restrictions contained in acts of 1907 
and 1916, as to amount that may be expended 
for repairs and changes to capital ships, shall 
not apply to such sums as Congress may from 
time to time appropriate for modernization of 
battleships. 

Sec. 8. Hereafter no person shall be retired 
with rank of commodore unless he has attained 
at time of retirement rank of captain. 

Sec. 9. Hereafter no officer of U.S.N.R.P. 
shall be transferred to or appointed in Regular 
Navy under Sec. 8, act of June 4, 1920, and 
su much of said section as authorizes such trans 
fers and appointments is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 10. On and after July 1, 1922, retainer 
pay of all men who were on that day trans- 
ferred members of F.N.R. or F.M.C.R. shall be 
computed on rates of pay authorized for en- 
listed men of naval service by act of June 10, 
1922: Provided, That retainer pay of said re 
servists shall be not less than that to whieh 
they were entitled on June 30, 1922, under 
decisions of Comptroller of Treasury in force 
that date. 

Sec. 11. Authorizes emergency payment of 
$25 to persons discharged from naval service by 
dishonorable discharge, bad-conduct discharge, 
or any for good of service. 

Sec. 12. Reorganization and pay of U.S.M.0. 
band. Text on page 479, this paper, Jan. 13. 

Sec. 13. That all officers of Navy and Marine 
Corps who while holding temporary rank were 
examined for retirement and found physically 
incapacitated in line of duty, and whose tempo- 
rary appointments were revoked, shall, in all 
cases where department has recalled and can- 
celed letter revoking temporary appointment, be 
considered as having been retired in temporary 
rank held by them at time of examination by 
retiring board, and shall be entitled to pay on 
retired list computed on pay of such temporary 
rank from day their retirement was effective. 

Sec. 14. The discrimination now existing in 
method of computing service of officers of Navy 
and Marine Corps, graduates of U.S. Naval 
Academy, is hereby removed, and hereafter ser- 
vice and what shall be counted, for all purposes, 
in computing length of service of all such off 
cers, shall be the same as now provided by law 
for such officers who graduated from the U.S. 
Naval Academy in 1916 or previous years.

new capital issues. nm the other side are the 
Ruhr Valley crisis, and the hitch in the negotia- 
tions for funding the British debt. 


Steel Industry a Barometer. 


Many students of business conditions accept 
the steel industry as the one and only infallible 
barometer of general conditions. Real prosper- 
ity is based on construction, and steel output 
is the principal unit of measurement. The 
building -e— for 1923 is the greatest in 
history. he iron and steel industry started 
the new year with the leading companies carry- 
ing orders on their books equivalent to capacity 
production for at least three months. pera- 
tions are not at capacity because a three months’ 
margin is none too wide, but production is at the 
highest rate since the fall of 1920. 

Steel prices have recovered to a level per- 
mitting a satisfactory margin of profit. Not the 
least item in the construction program this year 
will be that of railroad equipment. The auto- 
motive industry, also, will call for a tremendous 
amount of special steel products. 

Rising prices may be considered a funda- 
mentally favorable development under certain 
conditions, such as those obtaining in 1921, 
when credit was “frozen.’”’ A rise of conse- 
quence from the present level is a different 
story. It would no doubt mean higher prices 
in the securities market among speculative 
stocks, but eventually another period of defla- 
tion would result. 


Moderation in Price Marking Urged. 


Bankers are cautioning against the tendency 
to mark up prices. Whether the policy of larger 
profits for the time being is pursued, against 
sound business judgment and the possibility of 
smaller profits over a longer period, will largely 
determine the character of the securities market 
and business conditions this autumn. There has 
nm a gradual upturn in commodity prices for 
over a year. The Bureau of Labor's Index 
stood at 140 on Jan. 1, 1922, and at 156 on 
Jaa. 1, 1923, representing an increase in prices 
of approximately 11% per cent. There was no 
change in the level during the month of De- 
cember, but this was too short a period to be 
valuable as an indication of the trend. 

The American Woolen Company early in the 
week announced advances in price of its fabrics 
ranging from 12% per cent, to 16 per cent. 
Increases in the cost of raw materials and 
wages have made an advance in the price of 
the finished product imperative, but it is just 
such a marking up of prices from beginning to 
end that must be guarded against. 


Europe Not Disturbing Security Prices. 


The European situation has not altered its 
complexion to any extent during the week. The 
occupation program is being carried out as 
planned, it would appear, and time alone can 
prove its wisdom. 

Meanwhile security prices, as a rule, are 
— their own. New financing has been 
on a broad scale throughout the entire month 
of January, but cheap money, the closing of 
certain foreign fields to American capital, and 
the annual reinvestment demand have resulted 
in sufficient absorption power to hold prices 
firmly. Stocks have simply marked time on a 
small turnover, with the exception of a few 
specialties. 

There has been a considerable revival of inter- 
est in oils, but the petroleum industry is not 
in a position to warrant a broad bull market in 
oil stocks. -A few oils are attractive, but they 
must be purchased as specialties, that is, be- 
cause of some specific influence affecting them 
only. One of the most attractive speculations 
in this group is found in White Eagle Oil.

BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 


H.R, 188338, Mr. Anthony.—Relating to sup. 
dry matters in connection with the administrg. 
tion of the War Department. 

Be it enacted, etc,, That hereafter civilians 
Ds pdr in the hostess and library services 
and paid from the appropriation for mili 
Dost exchanges may be appointed by the Seere 
tary of War without reference to civil servieg 
rules and regulations. 

Sec. 2, That hereafter actual and_ necessary 
expenses of warrant officers and enlisted men 
traveling by air in connection with aviation 
shall be paid from the appropriation for the 
work in connection with which the travel is 
performed. 

Sec. 8. That hereafter the authorization for 
increase of flying pay contained in Sec. 18, 
of the act of June 4, 1920, shall be construed 
to include warrant officers of the Army who ma 
be ordered by proper authority to perform duty 
requiring them to participate regularly and fre. 
quently in_ serial flights. 

Sec. 4, That hereafter the six months’ pay 
(authorized by the act of Dec. 17, 1919, to be 
paid to certain specified beneficiaries of officers 
or enlisted men of the Regular Army who died 
from wounds or disease not the result of their 
own misconduct) shall not be paid to any chilg 
of a deceased officer or enlisted man who is not 
actually a dependent of such deceased officer 
or enlisted man. 

Sec. 5. That hereafter the authorities at the 
U.S. Military Academy are authorized to cha 
admission to all athletic contests in which the 
cadets take part, and the funds received from 
such charge shall be used solely for the im- 
tierement of the athletic facilities at the U.8, 

ilitary Academy. 

H.R. 13934, Mr. Butler.—That enrolled men 
of the Naval Reserve may hereafter, in the dis. 
cretion of the Secretary of the Navy, be con- 
firmed in the lowest enlisted ratings of the 
naval service without first performing the mini- 
mum amount of active service required in the 
act saproves Aug. 29, 1916, making appropria- 
tions for the naval service. 

H.R. 13935, Mr. Butler.—That the limits of 
cost of the vessels heretofore authorized and 
herein below enumerated are increased as fol- 
lows: Battleship Colorado, from $17,000,000 to 
$17,600,000; scout cruisers numbered 9 and 10, 
from $8,250,000 to $8,400,000 each; and de- 
stroyer tender numbered 3, from $3,400,000 to 
$4,500,000. 

H.R. 13936, Mr. Butler.—That hereafter en- 
listments in the Navy may be for terms of 
two, three, four or six years, and all laws now 
applicable to four-year enlistments shall apply, 
under such regulations as may be prescribed by 
the Secretary of the Navy, to enlistments for a 
shorter or longer period with proportionate bene- 
fits upon discharge and re-enlistment. 





CONGRESS NOTES. 


The House on Jan. 15 passed H.R. 13351, 
authorizing the Secretary of the Navy, in his 
discretion, to deliver to the custody of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution of the 
state of South Carolina the silver service which 
was used upon the battleship South Carolina. 

The Secretary of War, transmitting a draft 
of proposed legislation fixing the total cost of 
officers’ quarters at $18,000 for a general officer, 
$15,000 for a colonel or an officer above 
rank of captain, or $12,000 for an_officer of 
or below the rank of captain, says: “The neces 
sity for erecting cheaper buildings to keep the 
cost within the present statutory limitations 
resulting in types of construction which wil 
require an expenditure for maintenance out of 
all proportion to the cost of the buildings. It 
is much more economical and decidedly to the 
best interests of the Government in the long 
run to maintain the standard types of construe 
tion which are adopted after extensive investigs 
tion and experience as best suited to the needs 
of the Army than to lower that standard by 
erecting cheap and unsuitable buildings to meet 
temporary fluctuations in cost of material and 
labor in order not to exceed the limiting amounts 
fixed by existing law. These limits should be 
raised to meet the present high cost of construt 
tion and only standard durable buildings erected 
to insure long use at low maintenance cost. 
Director of the Bureau of the Budget states 
that the proposed legislation is not in conflict 
with the financial program of the President.

J. J. W. asks: (1) On what date in June, 
1905, did the 16th Infantry arrive in the Phil- 
ippine Islands? (2) Can a retired enlisted 
man have his pay check sent to a bank to be 
placed to his credit, if he requests the finance 
officer who pays the account to do so?

M. H. K.—Under the saving clause of the 
Pay bill, it was supposed that there was not 
to be a reduction in the pay of any officer or 
enlisted man of the six Services. The Comp- 
troller General, however, has rendered a num- 
ber of decisions which in the opinion of the 


authorities in the Department really repeal 
some of the provisions of the law. The De 
partment has recommended some legislation 


which will correct this. 

J. E. G.—Our advices are that the Dickman 
board closed the doors on resignations, or 
rather discharges with a year’s pay, on Dee.
